The top news story of 1940 in 
tny rating was made in America - 
the presidential campaign. 
No other event of the year ex­ 
cited the American people as did 
that story. In the rest of the 
it conn sd»it sued 
attention with other exciting hap­ 
penings. 
It bogan with the nomination of 
Wendell VVillkie by the Republi­ 
cans. which was a thunderbolt, 
arui it ended in a roaring climax 
with the re-election of President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
There were two simple reasons 
for the importance of this story: 
To the United States it meant a 
third-term president for the first 
time in history; to the world, con­ 
tinuance of the Roosevelt 
poli­ 
cies regarding the European war, 
which may settle the destinies of 
most of the w orlds peoples. 
For the majority of 1940’s great-1 
est news stories, one m ust look 
across the seas where w a rs pano­ 
ply spread to the fullest in the 
horror of death, destruction and 
suffering. 
Here they are as I see them ,1 
the ten biggest news stories of 
1940: 
1. Roosevelt Wills Again 
Probably no American political 
issue has been more widely de­ 
flated than that of a third presi­ 
dential term. President Roosevelt 
shattered the tradition in his vic­ 
tory over Wendell 
L. 
VVillkie, 
who thoroughly broke

i himself in his ball-of-flre cam­ 
paign for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination and his effort 
to win election.

Chemist Develops Synthetic 
Power to Turn Wheel* 
Of Industry. 


PITTSBURGH.—-In a dimly l >q 
cd laboratory of Carnegie institute 
e chemist is developing synthetic 
power to turn the wheels of industry 
when nature’s coal and oil resource' 
have been exhausted. 
The chemist, Dr. Em it Berl fie 
from Germany in 1932. 
He befan 
his studies of the formstion of co* 
and oil deposits 13 years ago. 
Dr. Berl now claims to hive 
solved the process by which nature 
produced and stored away f iei re. 
serves. In his laboratory he is pre- 
pared to change a handkcrch cl into 
high-grade coal, molasses into ant 
knock gasoline. 
Through the processes he ha* <jt 
veloped, Dr. Berl said, the way ;t 
open to manufacture fuel from corr 
mon carbohydrates, such as cella, 
lose and sugars of corn, seaweed. 
algae, molasses and cotton 
He be­ 
lieves some day man can cease to 
draw upon dwindling oil supplies 
and turn to the farmer’s products 
for lubrication and power. 
While present coal resources may 
last 3,000 years, Dr. Bori said. this 
nation’s supply of "easy to get’ oil 
may be exhausted in 50 years. 
"Our children will have to d 
something with this problem,” he 
said. 
"Let’s be extremely careful 
of our resources; let s be liberal 
I with «?ear I*ut? 
V • 
Replotted Nature's P rocess. 
Dr. Berl’s researches started rn 
Germany when he abandoned the 
accepted theory that natural coal 
and oil were a derivative of lignin, 
or lignite, and set out to rcplot the, 
processes of nature. 
His research, he said, showed coal 
and oil were derivatives of cellulose, 
rather than lignin, and that the for­ 
mation of asphalt was an intermedi­ 
ate step in the process, rather thin 
a product of oil. 
With this mystery solved, Dr. Berl 
began to reproduce the process in 
his test tubes. The result was syn­ 
thetic coal and oil, which, Dr. Berl 
stated, have the same properties ai 
the natural materiels. 
"Nature had, let us say, 400,000.000 
year# to produce these materials.' 
the scientist, now a naturalized citi­ 
zen. said. 
"With higher tempera­ 
tures and higher pressure, now we 
can produce them in an hour." Hu 
method, he added, is "very easy.” 
Carbohydrates Used. 
Carbohydrates, such as produced 
in vegetation, are combined with 
limestone, or dolomite, and heated 
under pressure until converted into 
a dark tarlike substance, which Dr. 
Berl has named "proto product” 
Under further internal combustion, 
the substance is converted into as­ 
phalt. 
The asphalt, in turn, is everted 
into coal and oil by "cracking' er 
hydrogenation. 
The final product 
can be changed from coal to oil by 
varying the amount of limestone 
used. 
The cost of producing gasoline 
from common carbohydrates, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Berl, would be four 
times the cost of distilling it from 
natural oil at the present time. Fur­ 
ther improvement et the process 
will reduce the ratio to about three 
to one, he said. 
Production of gasoline by the new 
method, however, would be cheaper 
than by the hydrogenation of coal. 
as is being done in Germany at the 
present time, and costs approxi­ 
mately tile same as distillation from 
oil-bea ing shale. The abundance of 
carbohydrates available for conver­ 
sion into oil by the new method, 
however, gives it an advantage over 
existing methods, he said.

They would, however, like an 
increased price for milk due to 
increased labor and feed costs and 
have lately proposed amendments 
to the order, which, among others, 
embody this change. 
The government did nut see fit 
to grant us this increased cost, 
but did propose some amendments 
the milk producers did not like. 
We vote on these amendments 
and a 66 2/3 jtcr cent (two thirds) 
majority of those voting on the 
amendments to the federal order 
carries or rejects it. 
When the federal government 
heard there was opjiosition to 
their amendments, they told us in 
effect that if we killed their amend­ 
ments they would kill 
which we like so much, which 
they had the power to do. 
Somehow or another I don’t 
like this government threat. 
Must we, to get the holu of Hic 
government, make them our com­ 
plete master. 
Our members are voting on this 
order by ballot through the mail 
this week. 
They know the threat. 
None of them, I know, like to 
vote under a threat and the vote 
may be biased on I hat account. 
How will they vote, only God 
and the administrator, who counts 
the ballots, know.

By day and night the ether is crowded 
now with radio news commentators, learned 
and unlearned, duly and brilliant. On the 
whole they arc greatly over-commercialized. 
Vet they serve a useful purjxjsc, supplement­ 
ing the more complete and authoritative 
work of the newspapers. 
Chief among them for many years was 
Lowell Thomas, who originated the art of 
presenting audible news in tho form of agree­ 
able entertainm ent. It is interesting to learn 
that primacy in number of listener is now 
said to be turning to a commentator of very 
different type—Raymond Gram Swing, who 
makes little or no effort to entertain. Me 
concentrates quietly on the task of thought­ 
ful information and interpretation. 
A radio editor observes that “Sw ing has a 
definite idea concerning a radio commenta­ 
to rs task. He feels that it is the d u tt of a 
comm entator to offer the news and th ^i pre­ 
sent the background. He does not believe 
that this should lie done in a dictatorial fash­ 
ion, or that it should lx? an attempt to influ­ 
ence I he listener toward the jnjint of view of 
the commentator. The comm entator’s job, 
he believes, is simply to offer all sides, per- 
mitting the listener to form his own opinion." 
Many egotists nightly pawing the air 
might profit from this example.

A patient alx'ut 65 years ol age consul ted a phy­ 
sician because of a “nervous breakdow n” and h eart 
disease. A fter careful questioning and thorough t \- 
am ination, the physician w a s.unable to find an> o r­ 
ganic trouble so he asked the patient why he 
thought he had heart disease and what caused Ina 
nervous breakdow n. 
The patient stnted that he got out of b reath eas­ 
ily and that he, his family, mu! the fam ily physician 
said he had a nervous brcukdow n and he hail gone 
to bed for six weeks. The physician explained th a t 
th ere was no heart disease present having made the 
usual exam ination and tests and advised him lo 
walk and w ork, not to rest. 
“W hat caused your nervous breakdow n?" 
“ I worked for a firm for thirty-fine years and 
was discharged for no reason th at I know of. 
I 
find I haven’t the courage to try to get another posi­ 
tion. I feel w eak and w ant to rest all th*' time 
The physician carefully explained that the h eart 
was norm al, blood pressure norm al, nerve reaction: 
norm al, weight norm al, kidneys norm al, blood nor­ 
mal. no infection present, in fact nothing physically 
wrong. T herefore it was unwise for him to "nurse 
his heart and think he had lo rest both h eart and 
nerves. W hat he should do was to get busy m en­ 
tally and physically 
The patient owned a sm all co ttag e in the *ufi- 
and 


pick up electric waves from the brain and 
heart as weak as one-millionth of a volt. The 
graphs made by using it on prospective air 
pilots give much useful information about 
their mental reactions, their tolerance of thin 
air, their adaptation to rapid changes of air 
pressure and oxygen supply, and so on. It 
amounts to getting maps or charts of the 
flyers’ brains and thereby judging their fit­ 
ness for air work, with less of the laborious 
and risky process of trying them out in prac­ 
tice.

The brain-mcter may yet 
become a part of every employment office or 
personnel department.
